Claims 1-17 are directed to a shoe having an outsole having a ground 
contacting surface which includes a first section and a second section. The 
section is formed of a first material and the second section has an outer laye ■ 
formed of a fabric material. The first section is free of any fabric material, ass set 

forth in the claims. Applicants respectfully submit that these features are ncjt

found in the prior art presented to the Examiner by the Applicants. j 
Advantageously, the outsole can be formed of a combination of a fabric material 

and another material, such as a rubber, leather, etc. The construction of thej

claimed shoe provides a slip-resistant ground engaging surface which is likewise
